The application has been amended as follows: Cancel claims 20-27. 
These claims were non-elected without traverse in the paper of 7/28/09. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not show nor fairly suggest an integrated circuit that conforms to a convex 
shape of a convex shaped non-linear surface in an ultrasound transducer probe. Nix et 
al note that their integrated circuit is used in a convex shaped transducer but that the 
integrated circuit itself is not so shaped. Fox et al. note a flexible integrated monolithic 
circuit but fail to show a convex shaped device with a convex shaped integrated circuit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
